Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Romanos (3,661,123) in view of Dague et al (6,173,680). Romanos discloses a 
steam generator having a feedwater delivery system as disclosed by the applicant and 
includes a plurality of substantially vertical distribution tubes 98) fixed by a lower end to 
an opening in conduit (56) wherein the tubes are straight and placed vertically and has 
an upper end with a water passage opening (SEE Figure 2), a cap (162) is fastened to 
the tube (98) and has a lateral surface which is cylindrically shaped and includes a top 
covering the end of the tube in a coaxial arrangement with a radial clearance (106). 
The radial clearance is small such that small particles are inherently prevented from 
passing through. Romanos however does not disclose the same type of steam 
generator as the applicants invention in that the header is not of the toroidal type. 
Dauge et al teaches the primary structure of the applicant in that it includes a steam 
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generator (1 ) having an outer shell (2), a bundle of heat exchange tubes (3) arranged 
inside a bundle wrapper (9) of cylindrical overall shape, a header of toroidal shape (12) 
provided with openings (18) passing through the upper wall of the toroidal header. It 
would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person having 
ordinary skill in the art to which the subject matter pertains to have incorporated the 
filtering device of Romanos (ie: the structure that creates a small clearance to prevent 
particles from passing) into a steam generator structure having a toroidal header as 
taught by Dague et al for the purpose of trapping small particles, which tend to clog the 
header, for potential removal. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 2-9 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims.
